The public cannot fail io be pleased with the stand taken 


by Aftorncy General Palmer with reference (o the coal situa- 
tion. 
He purposes to see that .consumers arc protected 


against profiteering to (lie fullest possible ex'tcnf, and in this 
position he will be upheld by all save iliose who would like to 
be at 'liberty to exploit llic people under the conditions which 
will, exist while the strike of the bituminous miners is in 
progress. 


It is little less llian amazing thai the Wholesale Coal Trade 


Association of New York should have had (he efi'rpnlcry.lo 
ask the-government not to fix a maximum price for coal or lo 
interfere with'the normal course of supply and demand during 
the strike. 
But this it did, and Ihe response of the Attorney 


General will be as gratifying to the public as it iiuisl have been 
disappointing lo the New York wholesalers. W. A. Marshall, 
president of the Association, suggesledtlialm'mcrs who want 
lo work be given full prelection and fha't coal consumers be 
allowed to obtain fuel through Die "usual, normal channels." 
He claimed 'that enough coal will be produced t'o meel the 
emergency and lha't the fixing of a maximum price would cur- 
taiMhe operators' ability lo meet abnormal production cbsls, 
thus adding to Ihe distress thai is likely/16 be occasioned if (he 
strike cohtinucsvfor any considerable Icng'lh of lime. \ 


In answer to the proportion of the Association Attorney 


General Palmer replied that while miners wauling lo work 
will" be'given every protection the supply of coal must, under 
the circumstances, be far fi'om normal, adding: "Your propo- 
sition amounts, in cffcc'i, lo a declaration that coal dealers 
should be'permitted lo take advantage of Ihcse abnormal 
condition's and have their prices based entirely upon the law 
of supply and dcm'and, which is only another way of saying 
that they should he permitted to charge the public whatever 
they pleased." The Aftorncy General closed his communica- 
tion with the statement thai if (here ,is any attcmpl in any 
quarter 'to take advantage of the situation by enhancing the 
price of coal, "I-shall without hesitation lake precisely the 
same action against'such persons as has been laken against the 
officers of the Mine Workers' Union." 


That is plain and to the point, but none too plain and none 


too pointed. There are troubles enough ahead for consumers 
of coal without pcrmriliiig dealers t'o jump prices beyond all 
reason, and it is reassuring to know that the government will 
-'countenance no such aclio'n. While Ihe 'trouble is in Ihe soft 
coal fields, Ihe cffccl on transportation will probably be1 such 
as To affect the delivery of anthracite, which is used for heating 
the li'omcsvof the people, and to allow dealers in hard coal t'o 
take advantage of (lie "corner" created by the' slrike would;be 
nothing short of criminal.
